The AS! Board of Justice (BOJ) ruled unanimously in favor of the ASI 
Senate in the Michael J Menz case, representing Sigma Alpha Epsilon (SAE) 


versus the AS! Senate 


After the decision was read by Justice Jon Salinger, Menz indicated he 
would appeal the decision to the Board of Justice of Appeals. 

The case which was argued before the BOJ, Oct. 18, 1977, concerned the 
awarding of a football! concessions contract to Kappa Alpha Psi fraternity 

Menz argued that the concessions contract should be declared void as the 
ASI Senate approved an action by an improperly constituted Executive Com- 


mittee, thus acting illegally. 


Menz founded his arguments on three points. First, Willie Pelote, general 
counsel to the ASI president and Joe Debts, ASI senator, were not eligible to 
vote on the Executive Committee according to Senate Bil! 1 (SB1). He also said 
that Pelote and Debbs were not cited as special assistants to act on behalf of 


the ASI president and vice - president. 


Menz’ second argument concerned the right of the AS! president and vice - 
president to delegate their vote. Menz said they could not, as SB 1 did not 
specify that they could delegate their votes. 

Thirdly, Menz cited ASCSUS Statute 441 sec. 2 sub. c which stated. “.

Should the students elect to keep 
the existing meal - coupon system, 
some type of settlement will have to 
be reached between the Hornet 
Foundation and the dorm students 
particularly with left - over coupons at 
the end of the year “We should really

A few weeks ago the university informed nearly 1000 dormitory students 
that the 19 meal per week plan, included in the students contract. was to be 
changed to a plan of fewer meals This immediately brought a roar of disap- 
proval from the students involved, who felt this was not only unfair but silegal 

The university countered by saying that the Hornet Foundation, an auxiliary 
organization of the university responsible for conducting certain business 
operations on campus, reported rising food costs forced this action and if the 
present situation continued, their food fund would be depleted before the end 
of the semester 

Since the original announcement, the administration has offered a number 
of alternatives and is now trying to hammer out a compromise with the dorm 
students. The problem is that whatever the outcome. these students fee! that 
they will have been taken advantage of 

The main argument has been that they have signed a contract with the 
university for certain services, 19 meals being part of that contract if the 
university didnt take rising costs into account before they offered the contract 
its their own fault They feel that the iniversity should absorb the losses for its 
own mistakes, not punish the students by taking away some meals to make up 
the difference 

We have to admit that the students show a better sense of business logic 
than the school If the shoe was on the other foot. we know that the university 
would hold a vendor to the contracted services 

Whatever the reasons for this contract change, we wonder why it wasnt 
done at the beginning of the semester. That would seem the logical thing to do 
Or, after realizing that there was a problem. why wasn't the blame accepted by 
the responsibie party or parties, the university administration or the Hornet 
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Foundation

| would like to take this opportunity 
to voice my objection to the ap- 
parently predominant “teaching” 
process used in many of the graduate 
courses here at CSUS, namely the 
emphasis on student presentations of 
Papers, reports, projects, etc 

Under this system, an instructor 
can successfully take a two week les- 
son plan and stretch it out for an en- 
tire semester. Generally, the system 
involves the first two or three sessions 
of such a class being given over for 
iectures from the instructor and the 
rest of the semester being taken up by 
student presentations. 

There are few things more boring 
than having to sit thru a semester of 
student reports, mine included! | cer- 
tainly have no objection to the shar- 
ing of research by students, but | 
really wonder whether this system is 
accomplishing more than giving the 
instructors time to do other things. 

For the last eight semesters here, | 
have watched students in these 
classes fall asleep, leave early, do 
crossword puzzies, etc. | myself take 
advantage of the maximum three 
absences accepted in each class. | 
would attend each session of every 
class if | had something to look 
forward to other than some poor 
student reciting what he or she has 
recently plagerized from the library. 
In most cases, he doesn’t understand 
what he's talking about, and, of 
course, his audience realizes it since, 
sooner or later, they will be in the 
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same position 

It seems to me that we could ac- 
compiish the same thing by in- 
formally gathering some of our fellow 
students together in the coffee house 
and shooting the bull..and we 
wouldn't have to pay $95 a semester 
to do it

Directing a marching band isn't all 
fancy suits and footbali games 
Behind the parade of shiny horns and 
spiffy drums lies hours of planning 
and preparation 

Ronald Holloway, CSUS marching 
band director, explained the 
problems involved in organizing a 
single half - time show for a football! 
game 

Planning begins in August when 
themes and appropriate music are 
carefully thought out, and the scores 
are selected and ordered. That's the 
easy part 

Turning 72 musicians into liberty 
bells, American flags, and big block 
letters on the field is the tricky part 
Each movement a band member 
makes must be charted precisely, re- 
quiring about 40 hours of work per 
show, and several volunteers to heip 
out 

“Students learn to do charting in 
what we call pageantry courses,” 
Holloway explained. “Some of our 
music majors will be band leaders in 
the future and they need this skill,” 
The students help chart. but 
Holloway does most of the work 

In the fall when band members 
assemble, they are taught precision 
drill and formation forming. 

“We practice 1% hours every day 
during football season including a

A group of four nationally ranked 
table tennis players put on an ex-

Jim Biornsson, a freshman here at 
CSUS, was also involved in the 
demonstration. Bjornsson. currently 
ranked in the state and nationally 
wowed the crowd with a series of air- 
borne slams. Bjornsson is also ranked 
in the top seven of Sacramento 

Fahard Mansorian. a native of Iran

Cindy Miller, a senior at Enc'na

“As sports go, table tennis is a lot 
more complicated than tennis, there s 
alot more strokes to learn in table ten- 
nis,” said Mason 

Americans, according to Mason 
are not well informed on table tennis 
“In other countries, nearly everyone 
can play table tennis and talk about it 
knowledgeably, it's not the same in 
this country.” 

After a few demonstration mat- 
ches, Mason invited onlookers to take 
a few serves from him. With the spin 
he put on his deliveries, Mason was 
able to tell the crowd where his op-

Table tennis enjoyed a boom in 
this country during the early 1970's 
In the wake of the United States team 
traveling to China, nearly 10,000 
people were playing table tennis.

If by some chance Humboidt can

Such a tie would set in motion the 
Golden State Conference Playoffs,

Nov. 11 and 12 


With stiil an outside chance of 
making the championships, the 
Hornets came up with one of their

The Hornets took their time in the 
first game, but still won 15 - 11. After 
that, they clobbered Hayward 15 - 6 
and 15 - 3, with everybody on the 
Hornets’ team getting achance to add 
to the lopsided score.

Cooler weather,lessrecreation 
use lowers rivers’ pollution 


DEBBIE HURTADO

Pollution in the American River 
where warning signs were posted in 
recreational areas this summer, is 
down, according to Richard Rose, a 
water quality control engineer 


The decreased poilution ts due to 
an “onset of cooier weather and a 
reduction of recreational use,” said 
Rose Levels of high “Fecal Coliform 
(bacteria) had gone up from 500 to 
2.400 per 100 milliliters of water this 
summer higher than state and federal 
standards say is safe. The bacterial 
level is now tess than 100 total 
coliform per 100 milliliters, which is 


considered to be normal 

Warning signs were posted in mid - 
August by health officiais from the 
Watt Avenue bridge to Discovery Park 
after testing showed a high concen- 
tration of bacteria 


The problem came largely from the 
low water level and the number of 
swimmers not using restrooms 
Testing will continue despite the im- 
proved water quality because the 
decreased river flow is down to 250 
cubic feet per second In other years 
the river flow has been 12 to 1500 
cubic feet per second 

The decreased river flow is due to 
the US Bureau of Reclamation’s 
decision to cut back the water to 
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Andy Simmons 


reserve Folsom Lake water 

Normafy rainfall ts Supposed to 
be 16 inches annually. Last year rain 
fall was only five inches 

Current projections the 
American River flow in 1978 will be 
kept at 250 cubic feet per second until 
April, says the US Bureau of 
Reclamation. Water flow will then be 
increased to 800 cubic feet 
second in May. then up to 1500 ¢ubic 
feet per second in June. to 2.000 
cubic feet per second in July 
back to 800 cubic feet per second in 
September 

These projections are based on the 
1976 rainfall, said Leland Quillici 
supervising sanitarian of the 
Department of Community Health 
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CSUC legislative activist

Plotkin went on saying, “i am a 
lobbyist ' He explained there are four 
types of lobbyists.’ There are those 
that represent a lot of money but few 
people Lobbyists that representa 
lot of money and people Lobbyist 
‘nat represent state agencies nd 
finally lobbyists that represent many 
people and no money so why do 
you think | came te a free meal?” 

Plotkin outlined some of his duties 
as a lobbyist. His main concern he 
said is to let the legislators know that 
the lobbyist exists, get the legislator 
to recognize the lobbyist and finally 
fit all of the facts together 

Out of the student fee of $10, 15 
cents goes to the running of Plotkin's 
organization. His office runs on an 
budget of approximately $45,000 
Plotkin, as the voice of the students in 
the state government, covers various 
major areas.

The BOJ dealt with these points when rendering its decision. With reference 
to concessions being granted by the BOFM, the BOU pointed out that £81 
granted the Executive Committee the power to act on behalf of the BOFM so 
Menz charge was invalid. 

The BOJ then felt there was only one point worth considering and that was 
the AS! Senate ratified the decision of the Executive Committee. Under SB 1“ 

. . all actions taken under the authority that the Executive Committee couid 
not have otherwise taken, are subject to reconsideration by the Senate during 
the first Senate meeting of the fail semester.” Thus, the BOd felt the final 
decision lay with the Senate. 

Exemplifying the court's view was a quote from Judicial Process, by Ab- 
raham, “The Supreme Court has reiterated time and again that it is not 
designated to serve as a check against inept, unwise, emotional, unrepresen- 
tative legislators.” 

The BOJ must assume that until proven the legislature has violated a 
provision of the Constitution or Statutes, that it was acting in good faith and full 
knowledge of its actions. The court felt it was not their place to say if the senate 
was aating in good faith or not. 

The court then turned its attention to the remedies suggested by SAE. A 10 
per cent monetary compensation of gross income obtained by AS! from 
Concessions was suggested to go to SAE. The board felt it did not have the right 
to grant monetary compensation, Anc*her suggestion was to have the contract 
re - evaluated and a recommendation to the Senate shoutd be made for rewar- 
ding the contract. Once again the Board felt it had no right to make recommen- 
dations of the awardance of concessions to the Senate. 

The BOJ found it necessary to define the division of government in this 
case. it was pointed out that the three governments were formed to check one 
another, but not over overlap in. responsibilities. 


The court agreed that “The appointment of Debbs to tne Executive Com- 
mittee was a Clear encroachment of the divisions of the Executive and 
Legislative branches.” However, since the committee was usbordinate to the 
Senate, it did not have any bearings to the case as presented. 

The BOJ issued a warning that the two branches of government be more 
careful to maintain a separation of their jurisdictions. 


A concurring apinion was offered by Chief Justice Clayton Capers who 
agreed with the unanimous decision of the court but differed in his 
rationalization. Capers felt the question of Executive authority to delegate its 
power merited Clarification by him. 

He explained that the executive power to delegate its authority has been a 
long standing American tradition. He said, “The president being but one in- 
dividual who is limited in both time and space must exercise flexibility and dis- 
cretion in delegating executive authority in order to execute the laws.” 

Capers pointed out that though the president acted legally when delegating 
his vote, the ASI vice - president acted legally when delegating his vote, the ASI 
vice - president did not because her agent was a senator thus violating the rule 
to separate the powers. However, concluded Capers, there was no proven 
harm in the vice - president's choice of malice intended. So he said, “The issue 
is moot.” 

Capers went on to say that SB 1 did not prohibit the Executive power from 
delegating its vote because there was no other expressed prohibitions against 
doing so anywhere else in the ASCSUS Constitution or Statutes. 

Capers reciassified Pelote and Debbs, not as special assistants in this case 
but agents. Agents do not need Senate approval. 

Capers concluded with “The Senate also reserved the right to veto all action 
taken by the committee, under the authority of SB 1, but chose not to exercise 
it, So all action taken by the committee is lawful by virtue of Senate approval.”

The coupon ban was based on 
student behavior,’ said Uplinger. ‘the 
students were misusing the 
agreement.”

“Maybe 10% of the students 
would be happy with either of the 
proposed plans (190r 10), but the rest 
of them want 14 meals with benefits,” 
Raymer said 

‘It's easy for the students to say ‘| 
want’.” said Uplinger, “! would like to

After further discussion, the board 
of directors decided to have Welch do

In closing, Vice President for 
Business Affairs Ron Wright added,

‘It's clear to me in reading the ballots 
that some people sstill don't 
understand,” she remarked !n order 
to clarify her position, Uplinger 
explained how the three - phase 
system works in connection with the 
Hornet Foundation “The 
administration, all the way up to the 
president, negotiates for services 
from the Hornet Foundation that has 
to do with feeding the dorm 
Students,” Uplinger said. We (the 
university) sign. a legal binding 
contract that the Hornet Foudnation 
will provide food through the dining 
commons to the students. 


“There is no direct relationship 
between you students with that 
license.
